F YOUR hair is clean and 

healthy, glossy and bright and 
yew doesn’t seem to flatter your 
features, consider getting a per- 
manent wave and trying out a 
new coiffure. Practice different 
arrangements with your comb. 
brush and curlers until you find 
one that flatters your face and 
tops off your figure charmingly. 

What kind of permanent will 
you have? Many women ask this 
question. There are many good 
methods—often the methods are 
better than the material with 
with they have to work. Hair 
that has been bleached or dyed, 
white hair, oily hair, sick, brittle 
hair cannot be given the best of 
permanents. Often the perma- 
nent should be delayed until the 
hair is in a healthier condition. 

The permanent is always 
slightly drying and even with 
normal hair a course of hot oil 
shampoos and spccial stimulat-

As 
a rule, you will find home sham- 
poos more satisfactory than 
those given in a shop, unless, of 
course, you go to a good salon 
where you know your hair will 
have two or three applications of 
liquid soap, massage and thor- 
ough rinsings. 

For the home shampoo you 
will need a liquid soap made by 
dissolving castile soap shavings 
at home or buying a ready-made 
product. You will need a hand 
spray to facilitate rinsing and 
if possible soft water. Dry your 
hair with soft. lintless towels, 
preferably out of doors where 
your hair will get a good sunning 
and airing as you work.

Wuen you want a quick, deli- 
cious meal without much ef- 
fort on your part, plan simple 
vegetables and _ broiled meat. 
Broiled foods are better for you 
than fried foods, since they ab- 
sorb less fat and all of the tasty 
wholesome juices are sealed in. 
One of the most attractive items 
in our menus for the week was a 
“sizzling steak” that you will 


want to serve again and again. | 


Here is how you prepare it:

Sizzling Steak 
You will need one large, or in- 
dividual, platters of ovenware. 
For steaks preheat the platter 


‘under the broiler for about 20 


minutes and lay on i; a lump of 
butter. The steaks should not be 
cut too thick—about an inch for 
small steaks. Arrange on the 
platters and slip under the broil- 
er to sear and cook on top. Broil- 
ing takes place on the bottom at 
the same time from the heat re- 
tained in the platter and the hot 
sizzling butter. Salt and pepper 
to taste and lay a lump of butter 
on top. Serve at once. French 
fried potatoes or vegetables may 
be arranged on the platter 
around the steak immediately 
before serving if you wish. 


Salmon Roll 


Serve this delicious entree 
when something inexpensive yet 
festive is wanted. Make a biscuit 
dough with 1 cup flour, 1 tea- 


' spoon baking powder and % tea- 


spoon salt sifted together. Cut in 
4 tablespoons shortening then 
stir in about 1/3 cup milk. Turn 
onto a floured board and knead 
lightly. Roll out into a rectangu- 
lar shape about % inch thick 
Remove the bits of bone and 
skin from 2 cups canned salmon 
and mix half of it with 1 egg, 
well beaten, and a small amount 
of chopped onion, Spread over 
the dough. Roll up like a jelly 
roll and place in a baking pan. 
Beat ano'her egg and brush the 
top of t+ roll with part of it. 
then mix the remaining egg with 
the rest of the salmon and ar- 
range around the roll. Dot with 
butter and bake in a moderate 
oven until well done. Serve with 
a rich hot cream sauce to which 
chopped hard-cooked eggs. 
chopped parsley and a_ small 
amount of Worcestershire sauce 
has been added. 


Broiled Chicken 


Buy a. tender young broiling 
chicken and have it split down 
the back and trimmed. Wash and 
ary, leaving the skin on, then 
spread lightly with butter or 
bacon drippings. Season well with 
salt and pepper. Arrange on a 
sizzling platter or in a shallow 
baking pan and place near the 
broiler. Brown on one side then 
turn and brown on the other. I 
have found it a good plan to 
spoon a little hot water and 
melted butter over the chicken 
two or three times during the 
broiling. After the chicken is 
brown on both sides place it 
further from the broiling unit 
and cook for 10 to 20 minutes or
